Rising from the- ground lik£ a mon- 


ster bird of air, slowly but buoyantly, 
at, 6:21 o'clock last evening, the aerial 
ship, built for tbe United States army, 
was headed Into the westerly wind'by 
Captain Baldwin. A complete circle 
wan described, the balloon rising gritcl- 
ually to a height of 200 feet. Again 
pointing to the went and attaining an 
estimated spend of twelve miles an 
hour, the ship voyaged in a direct 
lino for nearly two mllos, when tho 
trip back wan begun..with the course 
lying to leeward In tho aerial sea. The 
wind wan blowing Heven miles an hour 
and as the throttUs was thrown open 
a little wider by Mr. Cuitlss, who op- 
erated tho engine and tho planes, tho 
ship flew along «t a »Eesd of IS or 20 
mills an hour. 


Makoa Baf* Landing. 


When the dirigible poaned over the 


starting point It waft about 500 feet in 
the air. Bringing his «hlp against the 
wind, Captain Baldwin miulo a landing 
mucii tho same aa pilots of water 
craft bring their vessels to the side of 
a dock.
